Successful Homecoming 


NDOUBTEDLY, the 1940 edition 
(J of Homecoming was the finest 

ever for Juniata. It was cer- 
tainly the most talked about and 
the best attended. In 
the presence of Gov- 
erner Arthur’ H. 
James and a group 
of distinguished alum- 
ni and friends, Presi- 
dent Charles C. Ellis 
officially § dedicated 
Oller Hall, Juniata 
College’s new $130,000 
auditorium at an im- 
pressive ceremony on 
Saturday, October 18, 
1940. Although Gov- 
ernor James came on 
the promise that he 
was not to give an 
address he was led to 
say some very fine 
things. 

In true Livengood 
fashion, President Bill 
warmed the hearts of 
all and made the 
alumni who were pres- 
ent feel proud that 
they were Juniata 
Alumni. The contrac- 
tor told the story of 
the construction. Dr. Gaius Brum- 
baugh accepted the keys, Henry 
Gibbel gave a tribute to the Oller 
family, George Sheffer spoke for the 
students, and President Ellis pre- 
sided and gave the dedicatory state- 
ment. Students, faculty members, 
trustees, alumni, and many other 
guests were impressed with the sim- 
ple beauty of the imposing structure. 

Despite the snowstorm and cold 
weather, nearly 1200 persons were 
present at the service. Many alumni 
representing sections from New Eng- 
land to the midwest were among the 
visitors on this happy occasion. 

The tale how Juniata’s football 
team remained undefeated in a 
scoreless tle game with what turned 
out to be ‘Pennsylvania’s mythical 
small college champion”, Susque- 
hanna, 1s a story in itself. 

At the Alumni Council meeting, 
Mr. Livengood presided and Trustee 
Bayard M. Hedrick, Sr. spoke. He 
praised the work of small colleges 
like Juniata and spoke of the definite 
need for such fine contributions as 
are being made in these perilous 
days. In the business session which

Organ Dedication 


IRGIL Fox, young concert or- 
ganist and instructor of Organ 


at the Peabody Conservatory 
of Music, presented the dedicatory 
recital of the Joseph J. and Myrtle 
F. Oller Memorial Organ in Oller 
Hall, Sunday. afternoon, December 
1. Mr. Fox’s selection and rendi- 
tion of numbers brought out the 
interpretative possibilities of the 
new organ and won the unmistak- 
able approval of the large audience 
assembled for the occasion. 

The organ, the gift of Miss Rello 
Oller, Waynesboro, is considered 
one of the best in Central Pennsy]l- 
vania. It was built by the M. P. 
Moller, Co., Hagerstown, Md., who 
said it is the best instrument for 
its size ever built by them. The 
organ bears the following inscrip- 
tion:

E are very hap- 
(T) py to announce 
that Juniata . 
College received the 
recognition of the As- 
sociation of American 
Universities at its an- 
nual meeting held at 
Washington, D. C. 
The Association of 
American Universities 
is the highest accred- 
iting agency in the 
United States, and 
fewer. than one-third 
of the colleges in 
Pennsylvania have 
been placed on their 
~ accepted list. Presi- 
dent Ellis, in making 
the announcement to 
the student body, said 
it was “the most im- 
portant announce- 
ment I have made to 
any student body of 
Juniata College.” 
This recognition 
comes following a 
visit of President Raymond Walters 
of the University of Cincinnati to 
the Juniata Campus last spring as 
a representative of the A.A.U. The 
basis of accreditment is the academic 
standing of the faculty, the curricu- 
lum offered, and especially the 
records of graduates of the institu- 
tion doing graduate work in the 
universities of the country. 

In 1923, during the presidency of 
the late Dr. I. Harvey Brumbaugh, 
Juniata received the recognition of 
the Middle States Association of 
Colleges and Secondary Schools in 
whose geographic area Juniata Col- 
lege is located.

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THE PRESIDENT SPEAKS |. 


O announcement in the last 

decade of scholastic history at 

Juniata College could be of more 
importance to our alumni than the 
one it is now possible to make— 
namely, that our college has been 
recognized by the Association of 
American Universities. Likewise 
no announcement could pay greater 
tribute to our alumni themselves 
than this one, because it is the 
record which our alumni have made 
who have gone into the graduate 
schools of the great universities that 
has been the vital factor in proving 
that the College is worthy of this 
recognition. 


And now as we stand for a mo- 
ment in the light of this achieve- 
ment let us glance back along the 
path we have come, and also remem- 
ber that as a college we are very 
young—less than half a century 
have we really been a college— 
only forty-four years in fact; and 
during the first five years only 
eleven students were graduated from 
our college and only forty-two in 
the first ten years. 


It is opportune to remind our- 
selves of the stages of our scholastic 
advancement. From 1876 to 1896 
the men who made the institution 
were able to send out into the work 
of teaching young people who, 
without the advantage of state 
certification, held their own with 
the normal school graduates who 
had it. The story of those years 
has been well told in ‘‘Reminis- 
cences of Juniata’ by David Em- 
mert. 


When in 1896 the old Brethren’s 
Normal College received state rec- 
ognition under the name Juniata 
College it was through the influence 
of Dr. M. G. Brumbaugh that the 
standards were placed where it was 
possible for this young institution 
to meet them. 

Between 1896 and 1923, a period 
of a quarter century brought us to 
the place where it was possible for 
President I. Harvey Brumbaugh to 
get approved recognition from the 
Middle States Association. For a 
time it was assumed that this 
regional recognition was all that 
was to be expected. There is how- 
ever an agency of larger scope 
and stronger accreditment, com- 
posed of the leading universities of 
the country, one of whose functions 
is to recognize institutions whose 
graduates are competent to pursue 
advanced study in these universi- 
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ties. It is not possible here to out- 
line the efforts that have been put 
forth during the past ten years to 
achieve this goal. Suffice it to say 
that 1940 marks another milestone 
in the academic progress of our 
institution. Our gratitude goes out 
to those members of our faculty 
whose teaching has been of such 
quality and to those graduates of 
our college whose graduate work 
has been pursued with such success 
that the Association of American 
Universities has granted to us this 
recognition. 


May I remind us that this is not 
necessarily a permanent achieve- 
ment. The Association removes in- 
stitutions as well as places them 
upon this list. We must continue 
to strengthen our faculty, to build 
our endowment, to equip our labora- 
tories and our library, to send suc- 
cessful students into many graduate 
departments of the universities— 
to keep high our scholastic standing 
in every possible way; not only to 
maintain ourselves where we are, 
but to advance into the areas where 
deserved recognition in many fields 
will increasingly flow toward the 
institution and out to its graduates 
wherever they are. 


It is thus with a deep sense of 
gratitude indeed to all who have in 
least degree made it possible that 
I make this noteworthy announce- 
ment to our alumni and friends.

His introduction of the Governor 
was given with such effective Juniata 
reminiscence and intimate reference 
that the Governor seemed to feel at 
home at once and remained with us 
throughout the Susquehanna-Juniata 
football game.

To all who have made 
this possible, we who are permitted

Competitive Examinations 


A total of $5,000 in scholarships 
will be assigned on the basis of a 
competitive examination, personal 
interviews, and recommendations 
from high schools throughout the 
State of Pennsylvania and selective 
high schools in surrounding states.

During the months of January 
and February, Mr. J. Melvin Rhodes 
will make visits in the high schools 
in western Pennsylvania and Mr. 
Harold Brumbaugh will meet groups 
in eastern Pennsylvania and New 
Jersey. Prof. J. W. Yoder will 
return to many Pennsylvania high 
schools again this spring as well as 
make a tour through Eastern Shore 
Maryland and Delaware. 

Alumni who are in a position to 
recommend acceptable students to 
Juniata should not only notify the 
College about them, but keep them 
interested in the College.

When the Juniata Development 
Committee considered the major 
project for the 1940-41 year, they 
were faced not only with an urgent 
demand from the trustees for new 
auditorium funds, but also a keen 
desire to make the appeal one of 
interest to all Juniatians. There 
was no better choice than the fur- 
nishing of auditorium seats. All 
who have enjoyed the comfort of 
the new cushioned seats appreciate 
the improvement over the old “gym 
chairs’. In fact it takes only a 
little imagination to agree with the 
student representative, George Shef- 
fer, who, on the occasion of the 
dedication said, “unfortunately for 
the aging rock-like chairs in the old 
gym, life for them did not begin at 
40, for the mere blinking of an eye- 
brow caused them to emit screeches 
of passing age.”’ 


$15,000 is the total objective for 
the 1940-41 season. This includes 
not only the cost and installation of 
the auditorium seats, but the other 
furnishings for the Hall. Already 
$6000.00 has been contributed and 
of this amount $2500.00 can be 
applied toward the auditorium seats. 


In the next issue of the Bulletin, 
the Honor Roll of active members 
will be published with the class 
items.

The Cllumni Spotlight oe a 


Mr. William §S. Price 
of Royersford, Pennsyl- 
vania is one of that 
group of early graduates 
of the Brethren’s Normal 
College who helped to 
build in character and in 
good work the founda- 
tions upon which the 
structure of Juniata Col- 
lege is rising today. 

After his graduation 
from the Business course 
at Juniata College in 
1884, Mr. Price applied 
his training first in the field 
of education and later 
in the field of business. 
He taught school in 
Trappe, Pa. for three 
years and for two of these 
years, he served as prin- 
cipal. Following this 
teaching period and a 
brief experience as an 
accountant he became sec- 
retary and later president 
of a Royersford corporation manufacturing stoves, heaters, and 
furnaces. 

From this time on, he specialized in Business Administration, 
General Accounting, Cost Accounting, and Tax Reports and 
became a member of the American Association of Cost Account- 
ants. Mr. Price’s thorough knowledge in the field of accounting 
won for him opportunities of becoming General Accountant for a 
group of fifteen corporations, mostly Public Utilities. In another 
capacity, he organized the office administration and accounting 
systems of commercial and manufacturing institutions in Phila~ 
delphia. 

When Cyrus H. K. Curtis purchased the Philadelphia Public 
Ledger, Mr. Price was invited to revise the accounting system 
and office procedure of this company. Then when Mr. Curtis 
purchased The New York Evening Post and later the Philadelphia 
Inquirer, Mr. Price reconstructed the office procedure and account- 
ing systems of these corporations. Later the office procedure of 
other corporations were added to his duties, making a total of 
nine corporations of the Curtis system under his supervision. 


Later, he was elected Treasurer of the Public Ledger Company, 
which position he held until his retirement last year. 

Along with his business affiliations, Mr. Price has been a useful 
citizen In his community. He is a director of the Royersford 
Building and Loan Association, and he has served as a member 
of the Board of Education in the Royersford Public Schools. 


The influence of his excellent service to the Southeastern Penn- 
sylvania, New Jersey, and Eastern New York District of the 
Church of the Brethren has spread into other districts. Now, he 
is president of the Board of Home Missions, vice-president of the 
Board of Christian Education, and treasurer for the Conference. 
In his home church, Mr. Price is superintendent of the Sunday 
School and teacher of the Men’s Bible Class. He is an officer 
of the Montgomery County Sunday School Association and the 
Royersford Community Sunday School Association. 


Many of his relatives from the Harley, Price, Tyson, and Landes 
families have attended Juniata. , as a member of the 
Executive Committee and chairman of the Finance Committee 
of the Board of Trustees of Juniata College, his counsel and 
advice have been of great value. 

His long-time devotion as an alumnus to the College and its 
ideals, independent of any official connection with it, is a fine 
illustration of the values which continue to come to the institution 
from the unselfish interest of many who, wherever they are, 
appreciate the sacrifices which have made possible the continued 
service to young people on College Hill. 
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Native of Huntingdon 
County and student of 
Juniata College just after 
the turn of the century, 
John T. Ryan has since 
gone far in the field of his 
boyhood interests and col- 
lege ambitions—the min- 
ing industry. Today, 
Mr. Ryan is _ president 
and general manager of 
the Mine Safety Appli- 
ances Company, the 
world’s largest commer- 
cial manufacturer and dis- 
tributor of approved safe- 
ty equipment. 

His early miming ex- 
periences were in Hunt- 
ingdon County where his 
first position was with the 
J. M. Africa Engineering 
Company from 1906 to 
1909. This was followed 
with a year’s service as 
superintendent of the 
Rocky Ridge Coal Muin- 
ing Company, Dudley, Pa. Until March, 1911, he was superin- 
tendent and mining engineer for the Langdon Coal Company of 
Huntingdon, Pa. 

Mr. Ryan then left Huntingdon to go to Pittsburgh where he 
became aftiliated with the United States Bureau of Mines first 
as a junior mining engineer, then as an assistant mining engineer, 
and later as a district mining engineer. In 1914, seeing the need 
for more adequate safety equipment, he organized the Mine 
Safety Appliances Company which today has plant facilities and 
research laboratories of the most modern type. The Carbon 
Monoxide Eliminator Corporation was organized through his 
efforts in 1928. 

He is a member of the Phi Kappa Phi honorary scholastic 
fraternity and the Sigma Gamma Epsilon mining fraternity. 
During the N.R.A., he served as chairman of the Safety Equip- 
ment Association and he has also been chairman of the Coal 
Division of the American Institute of Miners and Metallurgical 
Engineers. Several of his papers have been published by the 
outstanding mining and metallurgical institutes in the country. 
As a result of a long time personal and business association with 


Mr. Edison, he was given an honorary membership in the Thomas 
A. Edison Old Timers Club. 


Mr. Ryan came to Juniata from Dudley, Pa., mm 1902 and 
studied at the College during the years of 1902, 1903, and 1904. 
His advanced study in engineering was taken at Pennsylvania 
State College where he received a B.S. in Mining Engineering in 
1908 and in 1934 the degree of Engineer in Mines. 

In June, 1934, Robert Ripley discovered and published in his 
“Believe It or Not’ the fact that there were three John Ryans 
receiving degrees from Pennsylvania State College. They were 
John T. Ryan, Sr., and his son, John T. Ryan, Jr., who was presi- 
dent and valedictorian of the class. The third was John E. Ryan, 
class salutatorian, who was, however, no relative of the others. 
John T. Ryan, Jr., continued his higher education in the Harvard 
School of Business Administration, where he ranked first in his 
class. He is now associated with his father as assistant general 
manager of the company. 

To John Ryan goes the credit of organizing Juniata’s first base- 
ball team in 19038. In the days when debating and literary socie- 
ties were popular as campus activities, John Ryan was president 
of the Wahneeta Society. 

It is with a feeling of pride that the Alumni Bulletin presents 
this recognition of the Alumni Spotlight to John T. Ryan, Sr., 
whose mission of safety has offset the many hazards of the mining 
industry.

They are Lefty Leopold, 
All-Conference forward of West 
Philadelphia, Perry Tyson, guard of 
Spring City, Bob Barben, forward 
of Huntingdon, Lloyd Noffsinger, 
center and guard of Chittenago, 
N. Y., and Tony Reklis, center and 
guard of Robertsdale. Other experi- 
enced material includes Leroy Sim- 
kins, junior guard who played a 
nice game against Bridgewater and 
three of last year’s freshman squad. 
These sophomores are Herb Conley, 
Pitman, N. J., Harold Cassel, Hat- 
field, and Charles Siemon, Greens- 
burg. 

Six of the better freshmen have 
been scrimmaging with the varsity 
but will continue to play with the 
yearlings. These men are John 
Stroup, Ray Godsell, Mickey Leeper, 
Percy Blough, Bob Querry and 
Henry Eisenhart.

game which kept him on the side- 
lines for the remainder of the season. 
Ed made honorable mention of the 
AP and UP All-Pennsylvania team 
and was on every all-opponent team 
picked by teams against which he 
played. He is undoubtedly one of 
the greatest athletes in the history 
of Juniata College. At the annual 
Y. M. C. A. football banquet, Bill 
Bonsell, rugged linesman from Hunt- 
ingdon was elected captain for 1941. 
A resume of the season follows: 
September 29—Juniata, led by 
their triple-threat back, Ed Grega, 
opened the season by defeating 
Drexel 14 to 0 at Philadelphia. 
Grega passed 25 yards to Phillips, 
and later lateraled to Leeper on the 
10 yard line for the two touchdowns. 
Leeper converted both points after 
touchdown. Bonsell and Nettleton 


were outstanding on the line. “‘Gab- 
by” Sheffer, a reliable veteran, was 


injured for the rest of the season. 
October 5—The Indians made it a 
real Parent’s Day by defeating the 
Thiel Tomeats, 18 to 0 in their 
first home game. The Indians were 
superior throughout the game as is 
shown by 20 first downs. Grega 
played his usual dazzling game, 
and was assisted by J. Brenner, 
Leeper, Strayer, and Leopold. Bon- 
sell was outstanding on the line. 
Grega scored twice and Strayer once. 
October 12—Juniata made it three 
straight by vanquishing the Hart- 
wick College Iroquois, 20 to 0. 
The thrill of the game came shortly 


63 yards off-tackle for a touchdown. 
Leeper on a lateral from Grega, and 
Captain Perry Tyson, on an inter- 
cepted lateral pass, scored the other 
two touchdowns. Leopold and Va- 
lenzi, quarterback and guard re- 
spectively, performed brilliantly for 
the Indians. 

October 19—In a blinding snow 
storm a large Homecoming crowd 
and Governor James witnessed the 
Juniata Indians battle the Susque- 
hanna Crusaders to a scoreless tie. 
However, the Indians were superior 
throughout. They lost the ball 
twice by fumbles on drives to Sus- 
quehanna’s 12 and 15 yard lines. 
Once Brenner was in the clear on a 
pass from Grega, but was overtaken. 
Every member on the team played 
a fine game. ; 

- October 26—Juniata’s undefeated 

and unscored upon record was mar- 
red for the first time when Wash- 
ington College beat the Swartz- 
men 13 to 7 at Chestertown, Md. 
In addition to the defeat, Juniata 
received another set-back when Ed 
Grega, the Indian’s hope for Little 
All-American, was injured for the 
rest of the season. Up until he was 
hurt, Grega played a splendid game 
and scored the Indians’ only touch- 
down. Mickey Leeper kicked the 
extra point. 

November 1—A Crippled Juniata 
eleven took the field against the 
Moravian Greyhounds and was de- 
feated 59 to 0 under the lights at 
Bethlehem, Pa. With practically 
every member on the team injured, 
Juniata was no match for the 
merciless bombardment meted out 
by the Greyhounds. Moravian pos- 
sessed the hardest-running ball car- 
riers that Juniata faced all year. 
Captain Perry Tyson, the only 
member to play the entire game, 
fought a losing battle that will not 
be forgotten. 

November 16—In a game that 
was to make or break the season, 
Juniata College was surprisingly 
beaten by American University 
by a score of 20 to 12 at Washing- 
ton, D. C. Dunmire, Juniata’s 
center, intercepted a pass and ran 
for Juniata’s first touchdown in the 
second quarter. Leopold scored the 
second touchdown on a_ plunge 
through center. American started 
slow, but sparked by some snappy 
freshmen they overcame Juniata’s 
lead in the last quarter.
